USA SUSPENDS FUNDING TO IRAQI NATIONAL CONGRESS 

For some reason there has been very little coverage in the hobby press of the fact that the 
USA Government suspended coverage to the Iraqi National Congress in early January. 
According to a Los Angeles Times article by Susan Wright that was reprinted in the 
January 5 edition of the Cleveland Plain Dealer, the USA government suspended this aid 
stream in early January because the Iraqi National Congress could not account for tens of 
millions of dollars in prior USA aid. The USA notified the group of the suspension on 
January 3. All of this is somewhat surprising, especially given all of the belligerent talk 
coming out of Washington nowadays about possible military action against Iraq. Of 
course, it remains to be seen whether the USA will actually attack Iraq. There have been 
numerous press accounts of opposition to such military action from various countries 
including Saudi Arabia. 

All of this is of interest to clandestine radio DXers since the Iraqi National Congress and 
its leader Ahmad Chalabi have been noted in the past as operators of multiple clandestine 
radio stations. Clandestine Radio com reports that among these stations were the Voice of 
the Iraqi Communist Workers Party, the Voice of Iraqi Kurdistan, and theVoice of 
Iraqi People According to the newspaper accounts, the position of the USA currently is 
that the Iraqi National Congress should build a more viable organization that attracts a 
wider base of support both inside and outside Iraq, before Ihey receive any additional 
USA financial assistance. A photo of Chalabi is posted on the clandestine radio com web 
site at http://wwv.clandestineradio.com/dossier/iraq/mess.htm in case you need to 
know what he looks like. 

Clandestine Radio Watch #55 had previously reported that Radio Hurrieh, another 
station associated with the Iraqi National Congress, would resume broadcasting late in 
2001 after the US State Department released S4 million in aid to the INC, over half of 
which was budgeted for clandestine broadcasting. The fate of this station is now in doubt 
given Bush's new cut in INC funding. Perhaps the USA government is leaning toward 
concentrating its quasi-clandestine Iraq operations on its own Radio Free Iraq. 



2002 FEST UNLICENSED BROADCASTING COVERAGE 



The 2002 Winter SWL Fest in Kulpsville, Pennsylvania is now history, so we have 
almost another year to wait until next year's Fest. But, we need to report that as usual 
(and as advertised in this column last month) there was a very healthy presence of 
unlicensed broadcast content at this year's Fest. Numerous ACE members were in 
attendance. The unlicensed broadcasting forum, moderated ably by NASWA pirate 
columnist Chris Lobdell, also consisted of your editor George Zeller, Allan Weiner of 
WBCQ radio, well-known pirate author Andrew Yoder, and an audience of numerous

unlicensed broadcasting DXers. 



In addition, the airwaves of the Kulpsville Best Western hotel suddenly became active on 
both 6955 kHz and on numerous local low power FM frequencies with a steady stream of 
pirate programming. 

I did not notice any Fest coverage in the local Philadelphia area press, such as in the 
Fesfs favorite local paper, the Intercourse News, but the Fest covered the Intercourse 
News anyway. 1 am not making this up, you might want to check their web site at 
http://intcrcoursenews.com/ to confirm for yourself that the masthead motto of the 
Intercourse News is, "Lancaster County is about Families Doing Things Together." If this 
isn't fodder for a pirate broadcast, I'm not sure what is. Page 2 of the summer 2002 
edition of this fine newspaper announced the big news that the Intercourse News has 
expanded to the world wide web. 

Despite the appearance of Free Radio advocate and WBCQ owner and radio personality 
Allan Weinei at the Fest, ACE has uncovered the fact that the world's largest Wiener is 
in fact in Chicago, Illinois as you can confirm for yourself at 
http://www.inroiiiagin.net/~martince/hbwiener.hHii on the internet. In a related mallei , 
the world's largest pirate is in Wisconsin Dells, Wisconsin, as is shown with a nice photo 
at http://ww w.infoiiiagic.net/~martince/hbpirate.htm on the internet. 

If you've never been to the Fest before, it's time to start thinking now about the 2003 
Winter Shortwave Listeners Festival. Festmeisters John Figliozzi and Richard Cuff have 
already announced that next year's Fest has been booked once again at the Kulpsville, 
Pennsylvania Best Western, its traditional venue, for March 7 and 8 in 2003. More

CLANDESTINE RADIO COM STILL A VALUABLE RESOURCE 

Grace and Martin Schoech's amazing Clandestine Radio Com web site, which has 
evolved into the most comprehensive resource of information on clandestine radio 
stations in the history of DXing. We've mentioned it before here in the I olumn, but it still 
pays to regularly check httD://www .clandestineradio.com/ on the internet to reference 
this outstanding web site, hi addition to Nick Grace's profiles of clandestine* in the 
traditional Clandestine Radio Intel format, the site also contains back issues of the 
Clandestine. Radio Watch newsletter. The site is so good that it's become mandatory 
reading for all clandestine radio DXers, and it's also regularly accessed by intelligence 
agencies operated by governments all over the world. 



ZIMBABWE 

You probably noticed in the news that the turmoil in Zimbabwe has picked up lately. 
While driving down the road last week I noticed on the BBC World Service that their 
reports on Zimbabwe's elections were all delivered from South Africa, since their 
reporting from inside Zimbabwe was said to be "restricted." 

In the clandestine area, Glenn Hauser noted in DXLD that according to BBCMS 1 1670 
SW Radio Africa scheduled broadcasts on 11670 kHz froml 100-1200 UTC. But, as Jerry 
Berg noted in DXplorer, this frequency is not worth much on the east coast of North 
America, given Radio France International co-channel at the time. An alternative is 
supposed to be between 1600-1900 UTC on 6145 kHz. Jerry Berg reports that he checked 
the web site at http://www.swradioafrica.com and found nothing about these expanded 
broadcasts. The coverage was supposed to continue up until about March 24, but I have 
seen no loggings of the service. 
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Clandestine Radio Watch #99 contains additional detailed analyses of the media situation 
in Zimbabwe. You can check this out for yourself at the Clandestine Radio Com web site 
discussed above. CRW notes that the media in Zimbabwe remain state-controlled, and 
that other media tend to exercise self-censorship to avoid antagonizing the government. It 
also noted that at the end of January 2002 an "Access to Information and Protection of 
Privacy Bill" was passed in Zimbabwe. The impact of this bill is that political rallies are 
banned. The government got expanded powers from this act to arrest foreign journalists. 
The Bill also prohibits newspapers from publishing articles criticizing the President. 
However, it also says that international TV stations are widely available via private cable 
TV services, but that domestic television is still controlled by the government. 

In terms of the new above about Southwest Radio Africa, CRW notes that this station 
calls itself "the independent voice of Zimbabwe." Jerry Berg and CRW speculate that 
they probably use SENTECH transmitters in South Africa for their shortwave service. 
But, CRW #99 also editorialized that the Voice of the People clandestine is "now very 
much overshadowed technically, editorially, and politically by SW Radio Africa." That 
issue also contained a BBC log from "R. Tidy" originally appearing in DXLD 2-040 
suggesting that the BBC said that SW Radio Africa was being jammed. 

Previously, Vashek Korinek of South Africa reported in DXplorer and also later in CRW 
#99 that the Voice of the People was a regular for him on 7120 kHz for an hour at 1700 
UTC, but that is clearly not a time and frequency that is of any use in North America. 

Did anybody follow the recent Zimbabwe situation by radio, other than the items that we 
list here? 



CHRIS LOBDELL CHANGES E-MAIL ADDRESS 

As noted in our Fest coverage above, Chris Lob-dell remains a leading journalist in 
unlicensed broadcasting circles. If you have had trouble communicating with Chris lately, 
you might not be aware that he has changed his e-mail address. If you need to send an e- 
mail to Chris, you should use his new address, which is clobdell@attbi.com and which I 
have found is a working address. 



INFORMATION RADIO 

I had thought that the Information Radio broadcasts on 8700U kHz being paid for by 
your tax dollars would end up being temporary, now that the Afghanistan War is reaching 
a later phase. But, as CRW#9i reported, D.Hodgson of Tennessee had a log in CDX 387 
saying that the station is still heard on a regular basis. We also reported this in ACE last 
month from the French Creek DXpediton. Is anybody else still hearing this one?

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Covert Comms 





A few months ago 1 wrote about an analyst at the Defense Intelligence Agency 
who was charged with spying for Cuba. The analyst, Ana Belen Montes, worked for the 
D1A since 1985 until she was arrested on Sept. 21, 2001, spying for Cuba the whole time. 
She even became the head of the Cuba section of the agency in 1992, but didn't arouse 
suspicion until the FBI began an investigation 12 months before her arrest. 

The Montes case is of particular interest to numbers monitors because this case 
provides solid evidence that numbers stations are actually used to pass messages to 
intelligence agents. The FBI, acting on a search warrant, found that Montes received 
instructions via numbers broadcasts on shortwave radio, what we know as the Cuban V2 
stations. A laptop computer found in her apartment had transcripts of V2 transmissions, 
including one copied by the FBI on 7887 kHz. Montes would copy down the numbers 
into her laptop, and a deciphering code given to her by Cuban intelligence officers would 
translate the numbers into Spanish language text. To communicate back to the Cuban 
agents, Montes would use a pre-paid calling card on a pay phone to send numbers 
messages to a pager. The calling card would prevent the numbers she dialed from 
appearing on a phone bill. 

Montes pleaded guilty to all the espionage charges on March 19th in U.S. District 
Court. Montes admitted to passing classified information to Cuba for the past 16 years, 
including the names of four American covert intelligence officers who were working in 
Cuba, the locations of various Cuban military installations the US had tracked down, and 
informed them of a "special access program related to the national defense of the United 
States." Montes will serve a 25-year prison term if she cooperates with the FBI during 
the next six months, telling them what she knows of Cuban intelligence operations inside 
the U.S. 

Montes apparently did not receive any money for her spy work, but was instead 
motivated by personal motives. She believed that the policies of the U.S. government arc 
unfair to the nation of Cuba. Her attorney, Plato Cacheris, stated that Monies "was 
motivated by her desire to help the Cuban people and did not receive any compensation." 

It isn't clear how much damage was done by Montes' spying. The four American 
agents she identified to the Cuban government were reported to be "alive and safe." 

In more shortwave news this month, the High-frequency Active Auroral Research 
Program (HAARP) has been active with their Spring 2002 VLF injection campaign. The 
campaign is scheduled from March 15-March 28th, so will probably be over by the time 
you read this. HAARP signals have been heard on 3200 and 5800 kHz, but the scheduled 
3300 kHz frequency has so far to my knowledge not been used. This may be due to 
possible interference to WWCR, who uses that frequency. 

I personally heard a nice, strong signal from HAARP on 3200 and 5800 kHz on 
the 17th around 0830 UTC. The signal consisted first, on 3200, of a steady carrier with a 
tone. This was replaced by a CW carrier sending rapid dits. The really interesting signal 
was on 5800, which consisted of an AM carrier modulated by a repeating tone sequence. 
The tones varied in frequency, with a few "chirping bird" tones included. I have sent off 
a reception report to the HAARP facility and am awaiting a QSL. 

While HAARP isn't really spooks related, it bears mentioning because I'm sure a 
few SWL's will come across the odd HAARP signal on 3200 or 5800 kHz and wonder 
what it is. Of course, most of us are familiar with the stupid controversy surrounding the 
HAARP project from the conspiracy & Art Bell crowd. There has been speculation that 
HAARP is being used for anything from mind control, to weather control, to an 
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electromagnetic weapon designed to destroy electronic equipment. Using some critical 
thinking, one can see that this is not the case. I seriously doubt that a person's brain could 
pick up an HF signal, nor could you control the weather by pumping RF into the
